We now wish to say to them, You shall not accept 
free passes, because if yuu do it will be but natural 
for you to feel under obligations to the railroad 
company, and from that moment they cease to he 
independent. 
1 think there can be no argument 
raised 111 behalf of the attit ude assumed by the gen­ 
tleman, that they should be allowed to accept free 
pa< 
Whether it is unconstituti > al or not. Í am 
not prepared to say. If it is, I hope that a provisi- n 
will be inserted in another bill making it a felony for 
them to accept pa se9. 
Mr. Fpencek 1 hope that this motion will not be 
misunderstood. I am perfectly willing to vote ¡or a 
separate bill cnilaii ing this prohibition, but we are 
afraid to include this 111 .ttcr in the enabling Act.

Tbe Reno (Nev.) (lazatteof the 7th in­ 
stant tells this bigstory —which the reader 
is at liberty to believe or not—of an Ital­ 
ian uoxv employed as cook at Louis’ res­ 
taurant, on Virginia street, lleno. It says :

AN AMADOR MISER. 
Fifteen inilo3 west 01 lone City, on the 
Sacramento road, is situated the iittie vil­ 
lage of Sebastopol, now composed of a 
dozen small buildings, which was at one 
time one of the noted mining camps in tlie 
early days of gold mining in California. 
About twenty-six years ago Thomas 
Hughes, a native oi Ireland, located there 
and erected a little cabin, 8x10, in w hich he 
resided up to tlie day of his demise. It 
appears that he prospered as a miner and 
saved up some of his lucky finds for a 
“ rainy day.” On Saturday* last, after an 
illness of but a few days, he cxpireel, at 
the ripe old age of 84 years. For a num­ 
ber ot years he has led the life of a hermit 
and miser. A few days before his death 
some of the neighbors for whom !:<* used to 
work occasionally to obtain a livelihood 
during his hitter years, receiving in 
pay'inent for his labor tbe nccess: ries of 
life, called to see why he hail not made 
his usual daily steed's and feu nr 1 him on a 
sick lied. They offered to send for a elec­ 
tor, but he declined, saying that he would 
be up again in a day or two ; but being so 
old tlie time of life had become ex..au-ted 
ami run down, and the hour of death struck 
the parting hour before the (lawn of an­ 
other mom the last spark of life had 
slowly ebbeei away—he was dead. When 
the neighbors entered the little uingy hut 
anel found hint ill, his stock of provisions 
consisted of 200 pounds of potatoes, 25 
pounds of flour and half a pound of tea. 
His elutlring was patched with potato bags, 
and his bed was made of old sacks and 
sheep pelts. Underneath the bunk were 
founel four old worn out pipes, and one at 
the litad of his bed, almost as bad, all in­ 
dicating many years of usage. Hanging up 
in one corner of the room w ere two pair oi 
good pantaloons, but they had been in his 
estimation too good to wear, and were kept 
only to look at. It has alway s been sup­ 
posed by many that he had quite a sum of 
money liiel in his cabin, and not long ago a 
man entered the hut one dark night and 
demanded his money or bis life. The old 
fellow swore that he was pitnniless, ami 
begged to be spared from being put to 
death as he had nothing in tbe world. But 
after he died and was being prepared for 
burial, a buckskin holt, containing §240 in 
gold coin, ami 31 ounces of gold dust, in IS 
separate packages, were found encircling 
his body. The gold coins were made iu 
1854, by Kellogg & Co., of San Francisco, 
an assay firm, previous to the establish­ 
ment of tho United States Mint, and are of 
almost pure gold. He received a very de­ 
cent burial, and his reinaius were followed 
to their last resting place on Sunday after­ 
noon, and interred at Live Oak, a little 
settlement m ar by.—[Amador Tienes, Feb­ 
ruary 7th.

RIPARIAN RIGHTS. 


Section 0422 of th e Civil Code (Section 
1422, T itle V III. on W ater R ights) provides 
th a t “ the lights of riparian proprietors are 
“ not affected by tbe provisions of th is ti- 
“ tie ,” th e object of th e chapter lieiDg to 
prescribe the m ethods by w hich w ater may 
be appropriated for various purposes. Sen­ 
a te Bill No. 211, introduced by Mr. Satter- 
w hite, undertakes to am end th is scctioD, 
an d m akes it read as follows : “ Section 
“ 1422. The rights of riparian proprietors 
“ are not affected by the provisions of this 
‘ * title. A riparian proprietor is one through 
“ whose land a natural stream flows, or 
“ whose land borders on a natural stream ,

“ th e flow of sufficient w ater in such

“ Such rights are subject to condem nation

“ provided by T itle V II., P a rt III, of the 
“ Code of Civil Procedure.”

W e arc of opinion th a t the bill 
ougiit not to be passed u n til a satisfactory 
explanation ot these points has been made. 


THE ANTI-CHINESS BILLS. 


T here lias been a difference of opinion in 
th e Senate Judiciary Com m ittee on the 
anti-C hinese bilis. 
The m ajority have re­ 
po rted them back favorably, on tiie ground 
th a t they are in accordance w ith th e S tate 
C onstitution. 
Senito r 
H ittcll, of * the 
com m ittee, has m ade a m inority report, 
holding th a t the bills are in conflict w ith 
t iu Burliugame trea ty aud the C onstitu­ 
tio n of the U nited States, and th a t they 
should therefore he indefinitely postponed. 
Of course the m ajority of th e com m ittee 
know as well as Mr. llitte ll th a t tiie bills 
are in cunñict w ith tiie cuj rcme law of the 
land, hu t they have a theory th a t th ey are 
n o t bound to inquire further th an the S tate 
C a nstiuition, and th at any law's consistent 
w ith th a t 
ire legitim ate. 
Now, 
either 
these members do or th ey do not rec­ 
ognize the C onstitution of the U nited States 
an d the treaties made under it as the 
suprem e law of th e land. 
If th ey do so 
recognize it, it is difficult to perceive how 
th ey can consistently hold th a t it is com­ 
peten t to them to ignore it on th e present 
occasion. 
If (hey do n ot recognize its su­ 
premacy they will find the justification of 
th e ir position still m ore difficult. 
In anj­ 
ease they are aw are th a t neither of the 
bills they have reported hack is valid, and 
th a t the only result of passing them would 
be to waste the public funds in procuring a 
form al declaration of th eir unconstitution­ 
ality. 
It appears to us therefore th a t a 
sense of public duty should have prevented 
th e com m ittee from appealing to approve 
o f legislation whioh is notoriously futile, 
au d th e enactm ent of which can only bring 
th e L egislature and the -State into con­ 
tem p t and discredit.

T b E OLD FARCE. 


K earney has returned to the Sand Lots, 
a n d resum ed his old opera boufle habits. 
H e talk s about cu ttin g th ro ats and haug- 
ing, as usual, and he has apparently made 
no advance tow ard common sense or de­ 
cency. 
H is retu m b as been also celebrated 
by th e posting in Fan Francisco of a placard 
calling upon wiioni it may coneern to rise 
an d slay the Chinese, it being asserted th at 
a ll other m ethods have failoJ. 
This is 
very dreary fun, if it is intended for fun. 
In fast K earney and K earucyisin have 
loDg since become first-class nuisances, 
w hich dem and abatem ent as nuisinces, and 
in no other or more im portant aspect. 


In our supplem ent yesterday we printed 
a portion of the very able argum ent of 
Hun. Jam es W ilson on th e R eagan bill, 
before the House Com m ittee on Commerce. 
The m ain point of this argum ent is the 
clear show ing m ade of the fundam ental 
principle th a t th e rate of transportation 
should he low er, the longer the haul. The 
R afail hill proposes to abolish this princi­ 
ple, aud to compel railroads to charge th e 
same proportional rates for ail distances, 
th u s destroying com petition, and narrow ­ 
ing th e lim its w ithin xvhieh produce caube 
profitably sent to m arket. 
U nder th e sys­ 
tem of transportation w hich has grow n out 
of experience and business exigency, it has 
been found possible to extend those lim its 
enorm ously, and one result of th is exten­ 
úen has been to enlarge the cultivable area 
of the country beyond w hat w ould have 
bt.cn possible in a hundred years by the 
old m ethods of transportation. 
The prin­ 
ciple of the low rate for tiie long haul 
is 
in 
fact 
the 
principie 
which 
has b u iit up the great W est. 
I t has ena­ 
bled lands to he settled aud tilled w hich 
nothing else could have redeem ed from th e 
wilderness. 
I t i;;i3 stim ulated the grow th 
of tow ns and ham lets which h u t for it 
could not have existed. 
I t has added 
millions to the population of the country, 
and has been the means of creating w m o- 
spr. id prosperity. 
A nd now conies Mr. 
Reagan and proposes th a t this great prin­ 
ciple ¡.hall ire abolished, and th a t hence­ 
forth the railroads shall be prohibited 
from 
charging less 
for the long haul 
than for tiie short one. 
As Mr. W ilson 
allowed before the com m ittee, th is ex­ 
perim ent inis already been tried in Iowa, 
and 
it 
was 
so 
disastrous 
a 
failure 
th a t 
th e 
people 
hastened 
to 
retu rn 
to 
th e 
old 
m ethod, 
and 
have 
no 
desire 
for 
any 
fu rth er 
innova- 
ations 
of 
th a t 
kind. 
Tiie 
fram er 
of 
th e biil pretends th a t th e m easure will not 
interfere w ith the low rate for the long 
haul, h u t Mr. W ilson here impales him on 
tiie horns of a fatal dilem ma, for he points 
out th a t if tiiis construction of th e hill is 
th e right one, it can only result in legaliz­ 
ing the im position of the same rate for 
short distances as for long ones. 
If, there­ 
fore, the bill is w hat its opponents claim, 
it m ust sh u t out d istan t comm unities 
from the m arkets altogether. 
If it is w hat 
its au th o r claims, it w ill empower the rail­ 
roads 
to 
charge 
through 
rates 
for 
way business. 
M r. 
W ilson illustrates 
the 
ease th u s : 
“ Suppose th e greater 
“ distance over which a car load of freight 
“ is to he carried is 1,000 miles, and the 
“ rate $100. 
A nother car load of the same 
“ kind of freight is to be moved over the 
“ line a shorter distance of 50 miles. 
Can 
“ $100 be charged for th a t also? 
Un- 
“ doubtedly this can lie done under the 
“ construction of the section given by its 
“ author. 
W hatever is charged for the 
“ greater distance m ay likew ise be put 
“ upon the shorter haul. 
If $150 be 
“ charged for 1,000miles, tiie same am ount 
“ m ay be charged for 25 miles. 
A nd this 
“ is to have th e sanction of law . 
One or 
“ th e other of these constructions m ust be 
“ given to th e section : E ith er it prohibits 
“ a low rate for a long haul, or it author­ 
i z e s an exorbitant rate for a short h au l.” 


T here is no escape from th is dilemma. 
W hichever in te rp re ta tio n is proposed by 
the advocates of th is hill, they are doomed 
to dem and the perpetration of a wrong. 
The enactm ent of such a law, indeed, 
w oald not do th e harm of which it 13 sus­ 
ceptible, sim ply because th e country would 
refuse to tolerate it. 
A trial of less than 
six m onths would prove th a t its m ainten­ 
ance m ust result in the depopulation of the 
rem oter parts of the W est, in the ruin of 
now llourialiin',' cities, ¡11 tiie abandonm ent 
of fertile soil, in the 
paralysis of the 
grow th of th e Union. 
I t is a blind and 
foolish attem p t to fetter transportation by 
applying 
to it arhritary rules wholly 
incom patible 
w ith 
progress. 
The 
ob­ 
ject seems to have been to remove all 
inequalities, and to th e ex ten t th a t this 
is attem pted it is evidence of astonishing 
ignorance on th e p a rt of the author. 
For 
in tiiis w orld, as all experience shows, the 
•very best th a t can ever be obtained is 
m erely a relative perfection. 
The form ula 
of the greatest happiness to the greatest 
num ber describes all th a t science and leg­ 
islation and philosophy can rationally aim 
a t : and th is goal im plies lim itations of 
tho m ost pronounced character. 
There 
will alw ays he inequalities in any sys­ 
tem . 
There 
will 
alw ays 
be 
those 
who 
are 
a t 
a 
disadvantage. 
B ut 
th e test of a system is not the question 
w hether it fails to m eet every conceivable 
requirem ent, 
h u t 
w hether 
it 
m eets a 
m ajority of the requirem ents. 
W hoever 
undertakes to legislate for th e special 
benefit of th e m inority who arc unavoid­ 
ably injured, m ust legislate against the 
majority* who are adm ittedly benefited, 
and this is w hat Mr. R eagan has done. 
In try in g to m ake transportation equally 
beneficial to all he has destroyed its use­ 
fulness for th e m ajority, and this is to in­ 
jure all ultim ately, since there can be no 
such w orking principle as th a t of the 
greatest happiness to th e sm allest num ­ 
ber. 
H e lias in fact taken up th e problem 
a t the wrong end, and all his reasoning is 
backw ard instead of forward. 


A resolution lias been introduced into 
the sta te Legislature asking Congress to 
pass the Reagan hill. 
TI10 S tate Legisla­ 
ture has, we tru st, a b e tte r apprehension 
of its duty to th e people of California than 
to adopt any such resolution. 
T he R eagan 
hill is a menace to th e Pacific S tates quite 
as much as to the G reat W est, aud nothing 
h u t evil could come of it for this section. 
W e need all the im pulse th a t can be given 
to settlem ent and cultivation of the soil. 
W c shal1 require, from year to year, new 
railroads indefinitely. 
The commerce of 
the State is and m ust ever be largely de­ 
pendent upon its capacity to act as an em ­ 
porium for the whole coast, and for this 
side of the continent. 
T he compílete inde­ 
pendence of in terstate commerce is there­ 
fore 
au 
im perative 
necessity 
for us, 
and 
w hatever 
legislation 
aims 
at 
destroying 
th a t 
independence 
is 
hos­ 
tile 
to 
the 
interests 
of 
California. 
The effect of th e Reagan bill would be 
to circum scribe the comm ercial facilities 
of San Francisco and Sacram ento, by cu t­ 
ting off all d istan t comm unities from these 
m arkets. 
T he abolition of 
com petition 
and scientific rates would destroy the use­ 
fulness of the Southern Pacific, so far as 


1 its power to build up California was con­ 
cerned. 
I t would also paralyze all the 
more d istant trade w hich th e C entral Pa­ 
cific now gives to our m erchants, and it 
would retard the grow th of those parts of 
th e Ftatc iuriliest removed from a m arket. 
If th e Legislature wishes to tak e anj* 
action in regard to this m atter, and if it 
desires to further th e public interests, it 
should adopt concurrent resolutions asking 
Congress not to pass the Reagan bill, and 
setting forth plainly the m anifold injuries 
certain to result from such a law. 


The action of tht> Republican caucus on 
F riday night, in determ ining to pint a stop 
to th e flagrant w aste of tim e Yvhieh has 
: im peded hudness in the Assembly hitherto, 
was wise and necessary. 
W ithout some 
such organized action it has been demon­ 
strated th a t the w ork of the session could 
not he accom plished w ithin one hundred 
days, and it is very doubtful w hether any 
proceeding short of th e adoption of the 
five-m inute rule would have answ ered the 
purpose. 
T he Democratic* m em bers have 
dune w ed in exp ressing th eir determ ination 
to co-operate w ith the R epublicans in se­ 
curing th e prom pt transaction of vita! 
business. 
T he W orkingm en aud 
New 
C onstitution m em bers held a inePting on 
Saturday, a t w hich th ey • expressed indig­ 
nation a t the im putation of obstructionist 
purpose to them by some m em bers of the 
R epublican cau cu s; h u t notw ithstanding 
th is indignation th ey appear to have re­ 
solved on th e continuance of a course 
which is certainly calculated to obstruct 
business, and to effect nothing else. 
I t is 


possible th a t these m em bers have bten 
^ rongly accused in th is connection, and 
th a t in fact th ey have not been acting 
upon a settled policy of any kind. 
B ut it 
is none th e less obvious th a t they have 
contributed largely to th e delay and loss of 
tim e w hich have occurred in tiie Assem­ 
bly, and th a t nearly all tho unconstitu­ 
tional an d im practicable hills have pro­ 
ceeded from them , w hile they have been 
the m ost addicted to frivolous in terru p ­ 
tions am i unparliam entary behavior. 
In 
regard to the violation of parliam entary 
decorum , however, it is necessary to say a 
w ord specially. 
N o/iegisiative body th a t 
has ever sat in California lias been so 
m arked by contem pt for and defiance of 
parliam entary usages as the present A s­ 
sem bly. 
T here have been tim es when 
th e language and behavior of m any mem­ 
bers iias been far more consonant w ith the 
hahit3 and surroundings of a pothouse 
th an w ith those which should govern the 
proceedings of a deliberative body. 
Lan­ 
guage lias beeu used which can onij* he 
characterized 
as 
blackguardlj*. 
Parlia­ 
m entary rules have been ignored w ith as­ 
tounding effrontery. 
The Speaker lias 
appeared to lose control over the cham ber 
entirely, and the debates have degenerated 
into indecent and m ost discreditable alte r­ 
cations. 
Now, whoever is guilty of these 
flagrant breaches of decorum , it is clear 
th a t tiie m ajority are responsible for the 
abuse. 
They possess the power to enforce 
order, 
and to employ* th e m ost severe 
m easures to th a t end. 
They m ust here­ 
a fte r protect tiie dignity of the Assembly, 
and if 
they* 
arc 
unable 
by ordinary 
m ethods to secure the necessary order and 
good behavior, they ought not to hesitate 
at using extraordinary m ethods. 
T his is a 
question of public concernm ent. 
I t Í3 not 
one of personal jealousies or of rivalries 
betw een m em bers or factions, b u t it is one 
of th e general welfare. 
M em bers of the 
Legislature are not th eir own m aste rs; 
they are th e servants of th e people ; and 
th ey m ust lie m ade to understand th a t 
they* cannot be allow ed to squander the 
people’s money, and w aste tim e, instead of 
attending to the business they* were sent 
here to transact. 
T he people, moreover, 
will not m ake any m istakes as to account­ 
ability. 
The W orkingm en w ill he held 
responsible for w h at they d o ,an d they w ill 
no t be able to shoulder th eir acts on to 
th eir colleagues. 
O bstruction under w hat­ 
ever th in disguise m ust cease, aud the w ork 
of th e session m ust lie done henceforward 
w ith singleness of purpose.

A bill fixing th e legal rate of in terest has 
pissed to a th ird reading in the A ssembly ; 
a fact w hich shows th at sufficient vigilance 
is not exercised in tiie exam ination of new 
laws. 
Tiie enactm ent of this hill can have 
hut one effect—nam ely, to m ake the bor­ 
rowing of m oney more dilficult. 
As usury 
law s arc commonly sought by the poor 
instead of th e rich, it m ight a t tiie first 
glance be conjectured th a t this was a m is­ 
taken apprehension. 
I t lias indeed been 
asserted, as a reason for passing such a law, 
th a t nearly all th e other .States have it. 
B ut this 
is 
not 
true, 
in 
the 
first 
place, 
aud 
iu 
th e 
second 
place 
it 
would 
no t 
be 
relevant 
even 
if 
it 
were true. 
F or a 
good m any yeais 
California clung to her specific contract 
law, notw ithstanding th e fact th a t all the 
rest of the country had given itself up to 
depreciated paper money. 
T h at was one 


of the xvisest tilings the people of th is State 
ever did, h u t the argum ent used for the 
usury law would have condem ned it. 
W e 
have now a C onstitution w hich seeks to 
m ake th e lender on mortgage? pay the 
tax. 
If to this provision we add another 
fixing th e rate of interest a t six per cent., 
we shall a t one blow destroy the value of 
real estate as security, and p ut an end to 
loans upon m ortgages altogether. 
W e 
shall be doing th is sim ply because under 
such 
an arrangem ent 
110 man in his 
senses w ill prefer tiie risk of a m ortgage 
which w ould then retu rn him no more 
th an four per cent, interest, to the abso­ 
lute security of G overnm ent four per cent, 
bonds. 
T he necessities of our farm ers 
would, how ever, rem ain the same. 
They 
w ould Do exposed to the sam e vicissitudes. 
They w ould need m oney as m uch as ever, 
b u t th ey couid no longer obtain i t ; or if 
they discovered some w ay of obtaining it 
th ey w ould have to deal w ith some greedy* 
sharper who was w illing to take th e risk 
of violating th e law, for the sake ot in­ 
creased profit. 
I t is tru e th a t several 
States have usury laws, b u t it is not true 
th a t any S tate has ever been benefited by 
such a law , and it is th e fact th a t in 
California 
th e 
dem and 
for 
freedom 
from 
such 
vexations 
restrictions 
is 
more 
urg en t 
th an 
elsew here, 
because 
of the precarious nature of our leading 
industries. 
W hen th e conditions are such 
th a t m ortgages are more th an commonly 
doubtful security, it is obvious th a t the 
rate of interest m ust be fixed by busi­ 
ness considerations, or capital will tie w ith ­ 
draw n altogether from th a t form of invest­ 
m ent. 
A usury law is here more injurious 
to th e borrow er th an alm ost anyw here in 
th e world, and th a t class onght to oppose 
such a laYV w ith all its energies. 
I t is to 
be hoped th a t this hill will n ot be passed 
in th e A ssem bly w ithout a full discussion, 
b ut th a t in any event it will be rejected by 
th e Senate.

W a s h in g t o n , February 9th.—The hill in­ 
troduced by Representative Page to-day, au­ 
thorizing the ¡State of California to select 
school lands in place of the 16th and ooth 
sections returned as mineral lands, is a some­ 
what voluminous measure th at has been sent 
to him, aud which he introduced by request, 
without being committed to its provisions in 
advance of au opportunity to examine them 
in print. 
The bill for the relief of settlers 011 public 
lauds, introduced by Page to-day, is a dupli­ 
cate of Senator Booth’s bill relative to iaud 
upon which the Government allowed pre­ 
emption or homestead settlements to Ire made, 
hut which were subsequently found to be 
covered by Mexican titles or railroad grants, 
etc. 
Representative Davis to-day presented pe­ 
titions signed by luiut, Peabody V Co., Main 
&- W inchester, M urphy, G rant & Co., Demp­ 
ster it Co., and many other prom inent Fan 
Francisco firms, praying legislation to giv e 
all rightful claimants upon the Geneva award 
an immediate and convenient opportunity to 
present their claims to some properly consti­ 
tuted tribunal. 
The petitions were referred 
to the Judiciary Committee, which has the 
subject in charge, and is expected to report 
upon it shortly. 
The contest between the in­ 
surance companies and the evar premium 
claimants over the unexpended balance of this 
fund is now progressing with great earnest­ 
ness in W ashington. 
Tiie corporations have 
gained a victory in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, but a powerful minority* of the 
committee will oppose its report in the Sen­ 
ate, and the result is still considered very 
uncertain. 
Ex-Congressman L uttrell made an argu­ 
m ent before the House Private Land Claims 
Committee to-rlay in advocacy of the bill to 
readjudicaté the boundaries of tbe Pulgas 
Rancho in San M ateo county. 
Mr. Janin, 
representing the present owners of the prop­ 
erty, britfly replied, and demonstrated to the 
committee, by a reference to the official 
printed records, th at a large portion of Lut- 
trell’s argument was based upon a misquota­ 
tion of the Court decree. 
This incident cre­ 
ated considerable sensation and astonishment. 
Horace Davis, who intends to oppose the bill 
in the House, was also present to hear the 
discussion. 
Congressman D aggett to-day introduced a 
liilt providing for an appropriation of $700,­ 
000 to erect a new Government building at 
< ¡arson City for the accommodation of the 
Federal Courts, Poatoffice and Laud Offices. 
A high-sounding proclamation was issued 
here to-day, signed by Ernest Dairymple as 
Genera), and Alfred Van Risvvick as acting 
A djutant-Gene ral, inviting the immediate en­ 
listm ent of 50,000 veteran Soldiers from all 
1 Kir Is of the U nited States to invade Mexico, 
occupy not only that country 
but Cen­ 
tral America and the Panam a Isthm us, with 
a view to giving the benefits of free govern­ 
ment to their citizens and ail sorts of money­ 
making advantages to member^ of the pro­ 
posed “ «¡and army of occupation.” 
The 
promoters of this scheme publish assertions 
th at it is backed bv a fvmiicate of wealthy 
capitalists of ban Francisco and New Yolk, 
who are ready to furnish millions of dollars to 
sustain it, with the expectation of making 
hundreds of millions by the promised monopoly 
of the silver and gold mines, etc. 
The proc­ 
lamation is accompanied witii two sets of 
general 
orders, 
prescribing 
in 
great 
detail and excellent m ilitary style the regula­ 
tions under which the work of organization 
and other preparations are to be made, pre­ 
paratory to commencing the arm y’s move­ 
ment next autum n. 
Of course there does not 
seem to be any probability that anything 
practical will develop from this scheme, but 
it is projected seriously, and will be pushed 
earnestly by men who are not crazy, although 
they m ust be considered visionary.

W a s h in g t o n , February ‘Jth .—Representa­ 
tive Ham mond introduced a biil to-day for 
the relief of the State of Georgia. 
I t directs 
the Secretary of the Treasury to pay the 
.State of Georgia the proceeds of the cotton 
taken from her possession by agents of the 
U n i I e 1 States, wbicli may be ascertained to 
be in the Treasury of the U nited States. 
The House Committee on W ar Claims de­ 
cided to-day to report adversely 011 the clairr 
of Burbridge & Co., amounting to $40,1X10, 
for sugar, molasses and rum sequestrated by 
Geneial B. F. Butler at New Orleans. 
The Senate Exodus Committee examined 
two colored witnesses to day, their testimony 
being mainly corroborative of th at previously 
given by other colored witnesses concerning 
the condition of their people in N orth Caro­ 
lina. 
The committee have called to W ash­ 
ington sixty-eight witnesses, thirty six of 
whom have liten Republicans, two Nationals 
and thirty Democrats. 
Twenty-five of the 
witnesses are colored men. Tiie total number 
of witnesses brought hero from Indiana is 
twenty-five, of whom five are Republicans. 
View s o f a Sun Franciscan. 
New Y o rk , February 9th.—The Tribune 
prints a letter from an occasional correspond­ 
ent in San Francisco, sharply reviewing the 
course of the l.ouauza managers, stcck specu­ 
lators aud spurious \\ orkinguien reformers, 
which he alleges-have brought about the se­ 
rious evils iu society, business and politics 
here. 
Chinese immigration lias contributed 
immensely to these evils. 
He presents a 
lively picture of city officers, and sa y s: 
“ The diamond ” now blazes upon the ample 
front of the representative* of law and re­ 
form. 
The City Supervisors inakP up a sin­ 
gular collection of curiosities. 
The m ajority 
seem to possess the mental stature and moral 
leanness of the New Y ork Alderman. 
lie 
concludes: “ W hatever ir.ay be the results of 
the interpretation of the new Constitution 
upon the politics of the Slate, the days of 
tiie W orkingmen’s rule are numbered. 
The 
strong element of small householders anil real 
workingmen, which gave them the victory in 
the late struggle, will never join hands with 
them again. The new party has exhibited all 
the vices of the older organizations, and to 
hope for any practical reform from it is vain.”

Seats were sold reserved 
for the matinee prior to the performance, and 
in accord aloe with the announcement. Fre­ 
quently seats so reserved are not claimed by 
the owners, who find themselvei unable to 
attend, and send no notice of surrender of 
seats. Such places reuminining vacant might 
lead some to suppose they were held by the 
ushers. He affirms that all the years he has 
been usher at the theater that he never prac­ 
ticed, permitted or connived at “ seat scalp­ 
ing,” and says he looks upon the practice as 
simply swindling.

in the calendar for a dry season, notwith­ 
standing the “ old settler's” prognostica­ 
tions to the contrary, based upon the abun­ 
dance of the mast crop last fall. 
But it is 
hardly time to give way to discouraging 
views' of the situation, when it is certainly 
very much better than it was last year at 
this time, and there is yet a fair chance 
that the rainfall of the two coming months 
will bring it up to the average, with results 
in 1 letter crops than we have had for some 
years past.

Buveas returnee! to Dotter valley, 
where lie told of the circumstance, and 
F. M. Ciosslev immediately started to Or­ 
egon for the murderer. 
When he arrived 
at Oss Abbott’s, near Bock Mountains,-Ma­ 
zing» had gone out hunting for the winter. 
Crossley made known his errand to Ab­ 
bott, who immediately sent for Mazingo to 
come in, anil rehired him f»r another year. 
When Crossley arrested Mazingo he cov­ 
ered him with his revolver and said, “ The 
spirit of Deter Dough commands you to 
throv- up your hands.” 
Mazingo obeyed, 
and was handcuffed by Crossley. 
He con­ 
fessed that he Yvas the man, and Crossley 
brought him to Lakeport and turned him 
over to the authorities. 
Mazingo is now 
an inmate of the Count}’ Jail. 
There was 
a reward of §2,000 for Mazingo, and to 
this amount Crossley is entitled.—[Ukiah 
Dispatch, February Gth.
